HALEY IN JAIL, 


Arrested After Breaking a 


Hickory Oane Over Hie 


Wife's Head. 


In a Jealous Rage the Oandy Seller 


Tries to Commit Murder 


and Self-Destruct ion, 


From T/iursdai/'e Daily. 


There came near being a double trag- 


edy this afternoon at one o'clock in tbe 
basement at 322 North Jackson street, in 
the Weyl fiats, when Peter Haley, the 
crippled oandy merchant, made a desper- 
ate effort to kill his wife and then at- 
tempted to butt out his own brains. 


Mrs. Haley, who is 33 years of age and 


the mother of three children, was at- 
tacked by her husband while she was 
preparing dinner. Pete came in from 
the store with hia cane und Baked his 
wife to look out of the window at some 
person. She did not respond ot once 
and he became furious, etiibng her over 
the back ot ths Lead with the cane, the 
force of tht, blow breaking the stick. He 
thpn caught his wiCe by the throat, and 
while he jammed her head again and 
again against tne walljj he struck her 
over 
the 
arms, 
breast 
and 
head 


with what was left of the stick. 
The 


screams of the woman down whose back 
and breast the blood v. SB streaming, at- 
tracted Dr, Weyl, whose office is near. 
Ha came in just in time to save the 
woman's life. The tioor and walla were 
bespattered with blood, ana the broken 
dishes and lamp shade, together with the 
fnrnit ire thrown about, showed that 
there had been a desperate struggle. Dr. 
Weyl pulled Haley away from his wife 
and she fell exhausted to the iioor, ap- 
parently mortally hurt. 
Haley imme- 


diately began butting hie head against 
the wall t.t a place where the laths 
offered a spring resistance. His effort 
to kill hiinBeif in that way only served 
to kcook tho plastering off, and leave 
some ugly cuts on Haley'a forehead. 


Marshal Lehman and Officer Horton 


were summoned by telephone, and they 
took Ha ey off to the county jail. He 
did not appear to be sorry for what he 
had done, and went with the offioera will- 
ingly. He is not seriously hurt. 


Mrs, Haley has a large welt on the 


back of her head, which had to ba sawed 
np by Dr. Weyl. On her arms are nu- 
merous cuta and bruioes, but she is not 
fatally hurt. She is able to ait up and 
talk about her troubles. 


She said to a reporter this afternoon. 


"Idon'cknow what I 
IIDJ to ilo. No- 


body knows wh'it I have suffered. Peter 
when he struck me first Buid he. would 
kill me and end bio own life, and hi will 
kill tne if In "Yiir reaches m» again. 
I left him two months ago, and hired out 
at W. F. Ool.adr.y's home bat by sidvice 
of friei.de and after Pete Joined the 
Baptist churh 
I

house,

Pets

sanely jealous without cause. He has 
ofien struck and choked me. I have a 
fork stab on my forehead and a knife-cut 
on my arm. Pete has been drinking at 
intervals. Oh' I have had an awful time 
of it," and tbe suffering woman broke 
down in a sob. 


Haley is 47 years old. He owns a busi- 


ness lot on North Water Btro»t and a lot 
on North Edward street, besides the 
oandy store. Mrs. Haley owns a lot on 
South Water street. All of the property 
is worth 87000 to 88000. 


It is not known now what will be done 


with Haley. There seems but little hope 
now of a reconciliation. The couple were 
married at Vacdalia. Mrs. Haley's par- 
ents moved to Parsons, Kansas, where 
the father died. Her mother ia now at 
Peoria.

seriocs. She is in bed and and at best 
wi'l not be able to be ont for several 
daye. She had a severe chill last night 
and is rather weak tc-day. 


State's Attorney MI!!E and Marshal 


Lehman visited the honea to-day, KB did 
also Attorney Buckingham. Dr. Weyl 
and others. To Mr. Mills the injured 
woman repeated tbe substance of the 


etory published in the REPUBLICAN last 
evening. She reiterated the statement 
that eha feared her husband would kill 
her. He bad said he would, she declared, 
and she was undecided what charge she 
ought to bring against him. She feared 
if she made it etrong he would be more 
likely to attack her again. She will con- 
sider the matter a few days and then let 
'l>e state's attorney know her decision. 
It la the purpose of State's Attorney 
Mills, however, to prosecute Haley vigor- 
ously. 


Haley was in consultation to-day with 


bis attorney, Mr. Buckingham. 
The 


outcome of the domestic trouble is only 
a matter of speculation, A final separa- 
tion seems inevitable. It la stated that 
Mr. Haley baa expressed a willingness to 
give his wife one-third of his property, 
which is valued at 88000. 


The time set for Haley's nxaminaticn 


is Monday next at 10 a. m,, before Justice 
Shorb. Haley is said to be sorrow ful 
and penitent. 
He charges bia wife 


with undue intimacy with her step- 
brother, but Mrs. Haley iBserts that the 
charge is wholly groundless. In a fit of 
j»aloasly Haley assaulted his wife with 
his hiokory cans, and now he is sorry he 
did it. 


In Haley's oandy store laat evening 


flffioer Hewes fonnd a hand-bag which 
contained about 82,200 in bills. It was 
bidden in a tobnoco bucket filled with 
hulled peanuts. Haley's son Pete was 
present when the money was found.

The countenance of every juror was 


sphynx-like. 
No sign of hope for 


Prendcrjjast could be detected there. 
Be dropped iato his seat against tha 


wall and the guards stood over him. 
His protruding lower jaw became 
limp, so that his lips hung wide apart 
in 
an imbecile fashion. 
A pallor 


spread over his face, and he stared va- 
cantly in front of him. He sat there 
friendless and execrated. 


The silence was impressively intense. 


It was broken bjr the voice of Judge 
Brentano saying: 


"Have 3rou agreed upon a verdict, 


gentlemen?" 


"We have, your honor,1'replied Fore- 


man J. ISutter, handing the fatal docu- 
ment to the judge, who transmitted it 
to the clerk. That 
officer 
quietly 


opened it in the midst of breathless 
suspense, and read as follow: 


We, the jury, find Llic defendant, Patrick Eu- 


gone Prcndor^ast, puilty of murder in manner 
und form as charged in the indictment and we 
fix his punishment at death. 


When the clerk uttered the word 


"death," Prendergast made the Cath- 
olic sign of the cross over his breast 
with his right hand.

was abject and pitiful. He looked in- 
deed a miserable wretch in human

Not a word escaped his lips. 


The effect of the death verdict kept 
the spectators silent. Xo ono rose to 
go. Quickly tho guards took hold of 
the trembling prisoner, and wore bur- 
ring him back to jail when the voice 
of the judge was heard again. 


"jiringthe prisoner back!" he com- 


manded, and the condemned creature 
was led back to his seal. The formal- 
ity of ''polling the jury" had not been 
complied with. It was soon over, each 
juror answering "Yes" to the question 
"Was and is this now your verdict?" 


Prendergast did not sit down the 


second time, lie stood pale and ter- 
ror-stricken close to his chair, stretch- 
ing his hand for support against the 
wall, while a guard held the other arm. 


After the removal 
of the guilty 


wretch Attorney Wade entered the for- 
mal motion for a new trial, which will 
be argued next week. 
Then the satis- 


fied crowd quietly dispersed. 


Preston Harrison was the first to ap- 


proach Mr. Trude and thank 
him 


earnestly for his able services and per- 
sonal interest in meting out justice to 
the murderer of his father. His remarkB 
were free from exultant feeling. He 
believed that justice only had been 
done. 


Prenderjjast created no scene when 


he was returned to his cell, and the 
verdict was kept from his fellow-pris- 
oners as long as possible. They soon 
received word through visitors, how- 
ever, and Jailer Morris removed the 
condemned man to-night to "Murder- 
er's Row," his cell being next to that 
of George Painter, who has been given 
a respite by Gov. Altgeld until Janu- 
ary 1". Prendergast .sent word, that lie 
would not see any visitors, newspaper 
men especially. 


Shortly after Pretidergast arrived at 


the jail he was called ou by his brother 
John 
The meeting between the broth- 


ers was painful. 
They shook hands 


silenlly, and neither spoke for several 
minutes. 
Then. John said: 
''Don't 


lose hope, '(«ene; we'll do all we can 
for you." 
The assassin bowed his 


head, but made no reply 
l.ater he 


talked quietly to his brother for some 
time 


During the 
evening Messrs. 
Me- 


Goorly, Essex and llerron called upon 
their client and talked to him in a 
manner calculated t;; cheer him up, 
but their efforts did not appear to 
have tho desired effect. 
The awful- 


ness of his sentence seemed to have 
cowed the assassin and to have broken 
his spirit. 
He refused to see news- 


paper reporters. 


From the evening of October 39, 


when Prendergast fired the fatal shots 
which murdered the city's chief exec- 
utive, until the end of his trial yester- 
day, one of the most prominent and 
powerful motives which has seemed to 
actuate him has been abject fear that 
through some negligence of police or 
sheriff's 
deputies, 
he

lence. November 1 on the way to 
Graceland, where the body of Mayor 
Harrison was placed in a vault, the 
procession passed by the jail, where 
Prendergast was confined.

IJve Ten Yearn on on Average. 


Seven-tenths of the people of Chinaj 


are opium smokers, and two millions, 
of them die annually from its effects,"1' 
said a Chinese missionary recently 
who has spent twenty-two years of hia 
life in the Flowery Kingdom.

went on. "It is confined to no class or1 
sex, but men and women, officials and 
coolies, use it alike. As soon as opium 
smoking becomes a confirmed habit) 
with a Chinese coolie he knows that 
he has abont ten years to live.

I consider ife 
easier to reform a sot in the gutter,( 
one of your lowest type oil drunkards, 
than an opium smoker.

rave like maniacs and their sufferings 
are terrible to behold 
They act like 


wild men.

The people know it pud the govern- 
ment knows it, but t'"<\y take no ac- 
tion. In twenty-two years it has in- 
creased h'fLy per cent. 
Fertile fields 


that were once used in the cultivation 
of rice are now prow-ing- tho opium 
weed. 
The provinces in northern 


China, wht'ru the terrible famine oc- 
curred a, few ;srars ago and where 
thousands perished for want of food, 
had been for years given over to the 
production of opium instead 
r>f food 


grains. When food was short the peo- 
ple found tlie3' could not live on opium, 
so they starved to death. 


"A parallel to the suffering during 


that famine is hardly equaled by any 
event in the history of the world. 
Human beings died in the streets of 
villages aud on the roads. 
People 


turned cannibals. 
Home dug up roots 


and others were found on the roadside 
where they had died biting the bark off 
the trees. The dead were not buried, 
for the living had all tb.cy could do to 
take care of themselves.

THE PAXTON BAMK. 


Its Capital Swallowed Up In Spec- 


ulation on the Board 


of Trade. 


The Ford county bank, which failed in 


Augasl last at Paxton, was rated by com- 
mercial agencies at 9260,000, and waa 
considered among the sound financial in- 
stitutions ot that part of the etate.pit 
was said shortly after the failure that 
the lack ot $9,000 or 810,030 that was 
due was the direct canee of the failure. 
The bank had a large number ot depos- 
itors and its failure brought hardships to 
many people. The investigation by the 
assignees, it ia said, disclosed the fuut 
that every dollar ot the capital of the 
bank and many thousands of the deposits 
had disappeared leaving behind no trace 
of the sonroe of exit. ID the trial of the 
cause in the circuit court it was hinted 
that probably dealings on the board of 
trade had something to to do with the 
failure.

the Greek church, had ordered that 
the Roman Catholic church at Kros-, for some time also 
che, in that government, be closed. 
With the purpose, it was said, of pre- 
venting the order from being carried 
out, a large number of Catholics took 
possession of the chnrch and held it, 
day and night, apainst the authorities. 
The government at last sent a troop ol 
Cossacks to dislodge the defenders of 
the church, and a desperate conflict re- 
sulted. Twenty of the Catholics are 
(aid to have been killed with swords or 
tances while 100 were reported to have 
been wounded. Those who were hurt 
or only slightly injured fled from the 
church, pursued by the Cossacks, who 
trove them into a river, where many 
of them wero drowned. 
The orthodox 


peasants were s:iid to have aided in the 
massacre. 


Shortly after the publication of this 


story, the Itnssiun papers came out 
with an official version of the 
affair. 


According to these papers, the czar 
had ordered the church to be closed in 
order that

might bo built on the site. The Cath- 
olics objected to the order and declined 
to let it be executed. The governor 
and throe companies of Cossacks then 
forcibly closed the church doors and 
an encounter between the military 
und police on one side and the Catho- 
lics on the other followed. Four po- 
licemen were slightly wounded.

offl.'ji.il statement branded the story of 
0. massacre of the Catholics as a pure 
Invention. 


The Cologne Ua/.ette, a few days 


&go, said it did not credit the official 
flenial, and claimed to know that, the 
Btory of the massacre was true.
